The present valuations of property 
and rate of taxation, together with all 
other sources of income, will probably 
yield 3364, 340 — certainly not more 
than that. Take from this sum, the 
amount that we must first pay under 
the provisions of the charter, and 
we have but $136,040. left, with which

The schools, police, officers’ 
salaries and gas bills absorb $94,340, 
leaving only $41,700 for eight other 
necessary departments of the city gov- 
ernment, The streets alone have cost 
more than this sum in a single year. 

No one can therefore justly hold the 
city government of the last two years 
responsible for the rate of taxation. 
The present and the precending coun- 
cil have kept strictly within the terms 
of charter. They have paid all interest 
that has become due, and reduced the 
floating debt in two ‘years 5103, 835. 
These are gratifying figures, but these 

very figures, in connection with our 

burden of annuakinterest, explain why 
our rate of taxation cannot at pres- 
‘ent be tiatérially deeressed without 
impairing ths ‘efficiency, of the city 
We do not say that 
greater economy is not possible. The 
present council will probably expend 
$14,000 less than their immediate pre- 
decessors did, and verhaps.their suc- 
cessors can reduce the annual expens- 
esa few thousands more. If so,it should 
be done; but no material reduction in 
the rate of taxation is possible until the 
floating debt that administrations prior 
to the new charter imposed upon us, is 
removed. We danced in those days, 
and now we must pay the fiddler. Un- 
der the beneficent provissions of the 
new charter we will be free of this vex- 
ations and burdensome debt in the 
course of seven or eight years. It is 
growing beautifully less every year. 

When that is out of the way we can 
give the schools, for example, $120,000 
a year as ‘easily as we can now give 
them $30,000: For it should be borne 
in mind that we will have to pay this 
year over $90,000, interest and princi- 
pal, on account of this legacy of past 
recklessness. Let us then keep a stiff 
upper lip, hold strictly to the terms of 
the charter that leads away from bank- 
ruptey to safety, get rid of the floating 
debt, economize only where we: wisely 
can, waiting patiently and hopefully 
forthe better days when the floating 
debt will be no more.
